INTELLIGENCE FROM LLOYDS. 

Arrived at Spithead the Hannibal, a fine new thip of 50 
guns, which is coming into harbour to be fheathed with 
copper. Yefterday failed the’ Cabot floop of war, witha 
great number of veffels under convoy for the Downs. 

The Thomas, Salmon, from Newfoundland to England, 
was drove on fhore in a hard gale of wind in Dingle Bay ;
